WABHTNOTON, May 20.— Alter all, ei- 


Benator McDonald, of Indiana, has a 
good show for the presidential nomina- 
tion at Chicago, in July next. It is 
stated, upon good authority hero, that 
Speaker Carlisle, the Illinois, Virginia, 
Carolina1 and Michigan democratic mem- 
bers of Congress will go to the conven- 
tion and work for McDonald, ill the 
event Tilden is not willing to moke the 
race. Speaker Carlisle is quoted as say- 
ing that it was the McDonald principle 
that made him the presiding officer of 
the House, and one of McDonald's best 
friends says that it has been understood 
all along that Carlisle would do all he 
could for McDonald. It has been often 
asserted by the tariff reformers that a 
largo majority of the party was with 
them, and since there is no other tariff 
reformer in the field than McDonald, he 
will either be nominated or their asser- 
tion will be proven false. 


With Tilden out of the way, only Bay- 


ard, Randall, Flower, Morrison and Mo-i 
Donald remain in the field. Bayard is 
boned by his geographical • location. 
Randall could not possibly command 
harmony. Flower's only claim for the 
place has beenjbonght, Morrison has 
engendered as much unpopularity as 
Randall. It is argued, therefore that 
the man who will harmonize trie party, 
and who represents the true principles 
of the party, is McDonald; that he can 
present a brooder platform and cany 
more doubtful states than airy other man 
before the country. This is the pith of 
Speaker Carlisle's argument.

Governor 
Tildeu received the party with great 
cordiality, and the interview lasted near- 
ly one hour. While it is true that one of 
his arras is afflicted, his general health iu 
remarkably good, not to say robust. 
The governor throw back the heavy 
folding doors in the presence of his visi- 
tors, and moved about with as much ac- 
tivity as a man of forty, and his mind is 
as strong and clear as ever before in his 
life. As to his ability to stand the fa- 
tigue and excitement of n campaign, I 
think his chances in that direction to bo 
as good as those of any other man of 
equal age. The only reference made to 
politics was when a member of the dele- 
gation, addressing Mr. Tilden, said: 
'Governor, we are all your friends—we 
are all Tilden men, as are all democrats 
on the Pacific coast.' In reply, tho gov- 
ernor said: 'I am not a Tildeu man,' 
which was cons'med by some of the 
visitors as a declaration that he would 
not be a caudidate for the presidency. 
For my own port, I left Mr. Tilden in 
the firm conviction, judging from all the 
surroundings, that lie vrfll gladly accept 
the nomination, if tendered him by tho 
Chicago convention.

The Butler murder trial at Columbia 


City continues to increase in interest as 
the case progresses to a close. The state 
rested with the evidence of Ed Smith 
Joe Manier and Sheriff Will Schiefer, of 
this city. Smith and Manier testified as 
to Butler's attempt to escape from jail 
hero, aud Sheriff Scheifer said: "I am 
sheriff of Allen county; the defendant 
came into my custody the hat of Feb- 
ruary or the first of March, I thiuk. It 
was after his escape from the Whitley 
couuty jail; was in my custody thirty- 
one days. I examined the jail one day 
when ho was there and found a hole 
about a foot square in cell No. 17. This 
hole, if it had been six inches wider, 
would have allowed a man to enter; the 
fragments of stone and mortar wore 'con- 
cealed in a bed mattress." 


With Mr. Schiefer's testimony the state 


rested and Hon. H. J. Booth, the dis- 
tinguished Ohio lawyer, opened the onso 
for Butler. 
Mr. Booth said that two 


pleas had been entered on behalf of the 
defendant, vis.: "Not guilty, and that 
the prisoner was not responsible at the 
tune the act was committed." 
After 


stating some propositions of law applica- 
ble to the rase, he outlined the facts on 
which those defenses were based, of 
which we can give but a brief synopsis. 
The defense of insanity was one which 
opened for investigation the whole life of 
the prisoner to the time of the trial He 
claimed that for years the prisoner had 
been insane, and that the malady had 
been inherited and had been aggravated 
by personal injuries and,, possibly to 
some extent by the uso of intoxicatiuK 
liquors. Said he: "Ten of this young 
mans blood relations .have been or are 
unquestionably insane. The mother of 
Dr. Charles W. Butler, the father o? the 
defendant, exhibited marked symptom. 
of insanity. Her only sister and one of 
her brothers were unquestionably in- 
sane. Charjes Ohadsy.and Asa Ghadey 
two first cousins of Dr. Butler, died as 
inmates of the insane department of the 
infirmary of Franklin county.

Clover, known as "Crazy Sam," the first 
cousin of Margaret A. Butler,, mother of 
the defendant, died as an inmate of the 
same institution. ' The disease in his 
case, towards the hitter part of his life' 
took the form of epilepsy.
